The undersigned has fi^quently consulted Gleseler's Church History, as published by 
the author in German: and ne has no hesitation in saying, that on the whole he prefers it, 
for purposes such as he has had in view, to any other church history within his knowledge. 
His particular reason for this is, the uncommon diligence, judp^ment, and accuracy, with 
whidi the writer has given the essence of the sources on which he relies for important 
facts and documents; by virtue of which one is enabled in a good measure to judge for 
himself what the state of the original testimony is. This is a privilege which must often 
be abandoned, for the most part, in reading many writers in this department of histoir, 
inasmuch as they only give their own judgment and estimation of facts^ without enabling 
the reader to form ha. 

With some of the theological opinions of Gieseler, the writer of this supposes himself 
to disagreei but these are seldom admitted to be the g^de of his historical statements. 
In genera], I think great candour, accuracy, and thorough search, are developed in Gie- 
seler's work, althou^ its studied brevity cuts off detail which now and then would be 
grateful to the reader. 

I fully admit the learmng and ability of Neander, as a Church historian; but Gieseler 
places one in a better condition to judge for himself than Neander doea^ who gives his 
sources very meagrely, and seems to expect that you will always take his own views as 
well-grounded and correct Gieseler places his reader in a condition, in which he is en-

INDEX OP DR. BUTLER'S ANTIENT ATLAS. 



It 18 to be observed in this Index^ which is made for the sake of con^lete and easy refer- 
nee to the Maps, that the Latitude and Longitude of Rivers, and names of Countries, an 
giveo from the points where their names happen to be written in the Map, and not from any 
raurkable point, such as their source or embouchure. The same River, Mountains or Otjt 
fa^ occurs in different Maps, but is only mentioned once in the Index, except Tory laige 
Rivers, the names of which are sometimes repeated in the Maps of the different countries to 
which they belong. 

The quantity of the places mentioned has been ascertained, as far as was in the Author's 
I lover, with great labor, by reference to the actual authorities, cither Greek prose writers, 
: (viio often, by the help of a long vowel, a diphthong, or even an accent, afford a clue to 
l«i,) or to the Greek and Latin poets, without at all trusting to the attempts at marking the 
itity in more recent works, experience h&ving shown that they are extremely erroneous. 

The Author does not flatter himself that he has altogether succeeded in this extremely 
iult point, though he has taken great pains with it. In some instances, where there are 
means of ascertaining the quantity by poetic usage, custom, derivation, or any authentic 
;e, and in cases where the syllable is known to be common, or is obviously long, the 
loantity is not marked. 

It is certain that the Antients in very many cases had no settled rules for the quantity of 

sr names. Even in the very best writers we have singular anomalies in the most com- 

I, such as Apulia, and Apulia, and Appulus, in Horace ; Siciinius and jSicanius, Sicdlus 

Sic^Tdes, Siddnius and SidiSnius, It&lus and It&lus, in "Virgil ; to say nothing of innu- 

ible instances in other writers. So that they seem in many cases to have reserved to 

dvcs the power of making those vowels which are generally called doubtful, either 

or short in the same word, as suited their purpose. Hence we have B&t&vi and Batavi» 

ftanni and Britones, &;c. d^.
